It re-| 
lated the story of how Stafford | 
Powers and William" Pool, of 
LaBelle, discovered an unusal| 
burial mound in the South Bay 
|sector, while hunting out larfds 
that could be used for agricul- 
ture. These men while walking 
| through the tall saw grass-grass 
run across a sand mound 100 
feet in dimension, and they 
wondered why and how is came 
to be there, as there were no 
sand deposits anywhere. 

The mound was opened and 
here is the story the discoverers 
related at that time. 

Many rare gold and silver 
trinkets of Spanish make have 
been found in the shell mounds 
along the coast, particularly at 
Mound Key, but that a special 
mound should be discovered in 
|the wonderful Everglades, that 
are at present attracting so 
much attention, seems remark- 

le not so much on account 
of the distance from the coast 
but because it is wonderfully 
[strange that such a spot at the 
new mound discovered in the 
saw grass south of Lake Okee- 
chobee should have. been selec- 
ted for a burial place. 

"The discoverer of the mound 
is Stafford Powers of LaBelle, 
who was accompanied by Will- 
iam Pool, of the same place. 
Mr. Powers was in town Tues- 
day and showed us many trin- 
kets dug from this mound, He 
informed us that Pool and him- 
self started into the rich mtick. 
lands from South Bay, looking 
for land high enough to grow 
garden truck. They had pro- 
ceed three-quarters of a mile 
south through’ the saw grass 
when they were astonjshed to 
find a send. mound 100 feet in 
width. How the sand came there 
was a tery, as the deep 
muck is too soft for any con- 
veyance to travel over it and 
it is evident that the sand must 
have been brought from the 
shores of Lake Okeechobee. 

“Upon digging into the mound 
a few feet the decayed skel- 
etons of many human bodies 
were discovered, Mr. Powers 
estimating that there were 200 
bodies there. Among these ‘de- 


beaten silver, with a man's 
head on the handle, a number 
of solid gold beads, similar to 
those found at Key Mound near 
Ft, Myers."

Post Office Jam 


Last call was 
Postmaster George Farnall for 
patrons wishing to have Christ- 
mas cards and girt parcels de- 
livered to cities any distance

Emphasizing that only a few 
days remain until Christmas, 
the local postmaster warned 
late mailers that air mail and 
air parcel post facilities should 
be used exclusively.
